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PREFATORY  NOTE 


This  List  is  principally  composed  of  titles  of  books  shelved  in  the 
Library,  in  the  section  devoted  to  banks  and  banking.  There  have, 
however,  been  inserted  the  more  important  treatises  in  other  classifica- 
tions which  refer  to  the  subject.  Certain  United  States  documents 
and  Parliamentary  papers  which  possess  special  value  for  the  study  of 
the  subject  have  been  included.   Treatises  on  currency  are  not  included.
